The 20 volunteers preparing 
Didsbury's community Christmas din¬ 
ner will cook for 185 - the largest 
gathering in the eight years since the 
feast was founded. 

“We expect families, seniors, singles, 
even field crews who can’t go home 
because no restaurants are opened 
on Christmas Day. We invite anyone 
who wants to join us," said organizer 
Donnaly McNeil Dec. 18. 

The dinner will be held in the Elks 
Hall from 1 to 3 p.m. on Christmas 
Day. 


“Eight years ago 47 people attended, 
last year we had 160 and this year we 
expect 185," McNeil said. 

“Everything is home-cooked, every¬ 
one is welcome. Donations to pay for 
the groceries are gratefully accepted 
and the proceeds are given to the 
Westglen middle school breakfast pro¬ 
gram," she said. 

McNeil and Ursula Krebs co-ordinate 
the event that McNeil joined when the 
McNeil family decided that instead of 
exchanging gifts they would help com¬ 
munity endeavours. 

McNeil’s daughter Renee asked 
around and learned that a Christmas 
dinner that Linda Sirr had put on for 


years at the Zion church had just been 
cancelled because there were no vol¬ 
unteer cooks. 

As McNeil tells the story, Renee 
said to her, “guess what. Mom? You’re 
cooking.” 

The following year, McNeil's close 
friend Ursala Krebs who owned Ulla- 
La Boutique at the time volunteered to 
help her and the two ladies’ names are 
now synonymous with the dinner. 

“Like many people in the commun¬ 
ity, you step up to the plate when you 
have to. Donnaly needed some help so 
we decided to do it together," Krebs 
said. 

“We have about 20 volunteers help, 


so many that we almost need a volun¬ 
teer to organize the volunteers," she 
said. 

“A Didsbury community Christmas 
Day dinner has been an annual event 
for a good 35 years," said Linda Sirrs. 
It started at the Zion church (then 
located in the downtown historic core) 
with a couple named the Johnsons 
who were members of the church. 

When they had to give it up, Linda 
Sirr and the Christmas Helpers did it 
until the Christmas hamper program 
grew so much that Sirr passed it on to 
McNeil and Krebs. 

“The dinner gathering just keeps on 
getting bigger and bigger," said McNeil.

Government 
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Arrest made in historical homicide 

investigation

A Calgary man has been charged 
with first-degree murder in a historic¬ 
al homicide investigation dating back 
to 2007 and was expected to appear in 
Didsbury provincial court yesterday. 

The body of Allan Gerald Berdahl, 
a 36-year-old Calgary man, was found 


near a gravel road east of Carstairs on 
March 16, 2007. 

Investigators from the K Division 
RCMP Historical Homicide Unit 
arrested and charged 49-year-old 
Russell Steven Tessier, also from 
Calgary, with first-degree murder on 
Dec. 17. 

Tessier is currently being held in 
custody in Calgary and was expected 


to appear in court via closed-circuit 
television on Dec. 21. He had not 
appeared as of press time. 

The eight-year investigation 
involved the Calgary RCMP Major 
Crime Unit and the RCMP Forensic 
Identification Section. 

According to an Alberta RCMP press 
release issued on Dec. 21, Berdahl's 
body was found early in the morning 


on March 16 by two members of the 
public 12 kilometres east of Highway 
2 on Highway 581 and approximately 
a half kilometre north on Rge. Rd. 
282. 

“Investigators collected evidence, 
conducted numerous interviews and 
followed every lead and tip in an 
effort to identify who was responsible 
for this homicide,” reads the release. 


Theft investigation leads to arrests 


On Thursday, Dec. 3, Sundre 
RCMP responded to a rural resi¬ 
dential break and enter where num¬ 
erous items were stolen. 

With assistance from the Olds/ 
Sundre/Didsbury Crime Reduction 
team, the investigation led police 
to a trailer in the Balzac area On 
Thursday, Dec. 10, a search war¬ 
rant was executed at the trailer 
resulting in the seizure of many of 
the reported stolen items from the 
break and enter along with several 


pieces of stolen mail. 

Bnuidon Phipps and Shay;ume 
Ost, both from the Balzac area 
are jointly charged with 27 counts 
including possession of stolen 
property under and over $5,000 
and trafficking in stolen property. 
Phipps is also charged with break 
and enter and Ost is further charged 
with three counts of breaching her 
release conditions. Both accused 
have been released by the Justice 
of the Peace for a court appearance 


in Didsbury on Monday, Jan. 11. 

Canada Post investigators are 
assisting in contacting the victims 
of the mail thefts and getting the 
mail returned. RCMP are also look¬ 
ing to identify the owners of a Red 
Colenum air compressor along with 
two bumper pull trailer-style hitch¬ 
es that were recovered. If anyone 
from the public is missing these 
items, please contact the Sundre 
RCMP detachment at 403-638-3675 
to further identify the items. 


Checkstops planned 
throughout the holidays

Didsbury RCMP officers will 
be conducting checkstops in the 
Didsbury, Carstairs and Cremona 
area over the holiday season to 
try and crack down on impaired 
driving. 

But Cpl. Clint Gulash said they 
haven’t arrested as many impaired 
drivers over the last few years 
because people expect enforce¬ 
ment to be kicked up a notch. 

And that’s exactly what officers 
are going for. 

“A lot of people know that we’re 
going to be out there with all the 
Christmas parties and stuff,” said 
Gulash. 


“So in the years that I’ve been 
working as a police officer I’ve 
actually seen our statistics go dowm 
for December for impaired driv¬ 
ing," he said. 

“It’s ail about having safe road¬ 
ways for everyone and making 
sure everyone gets home to their 
families or whatever function that 
they’re going to safely.” 

Didsbury RCMP officers recent¬ 
ly participated in a province¬ 
wide checkstop blitz on Dec. 4, 
which resulted in the arrest of 153 
impaired drivers across Alberta. 

Officers conducted checkstops 
in 259 locations across the prov¬ 
ince and stopped more then 20,500 
vehicles. 

This year, 46 drivers were 


charged with impaired driving, 
while 70 people were charged in 
2014. 

There were 73 roadside suspen¬ 
sions due to alcohol while last year 
there were 71 and there were 34 
roadside suspensions due to drugs 
while last year there were 24. 

“Albertans of ;ill ages need to 
understand that driving after using 
drugs, even prescription drugs, 
can be just as dangerous as drink¬ 
ing and driving,” Ian Lawson from 
Alberta RCMP Tmffie Services said 
in a press release. 

December is impaired driving 
awareness month and officers 
across the province are planning on 
conducting checkstops throughout 
the holidays.

Winter solstice 
is a time 
of hope 

At this season of the year, people do not cele¬ 
brate equally. 

Thankfully, many of us find this a season of light, 
music and laughter. Family and friends join hands in 
fellowship. But there is also cold and hunger, loneli¬ 
ness and cheerlessness. 

Charles Dickens wrote, “It is at Christmastime 
that want is most keenly felt." 

In Dickens' A Christmas Carol, two business col¬ 
leagues asked Ebenezer Scrooge to contribute to a 
Christmas fund for the needy. He replied, “Are there 
no prisons? And the workhouses - are they still in 
operation?” 

Reassured that prisons and workhouses were still 
open, Scrooge gave nothing to the Christmas fund. 
He didn’t see the need. 

Were he alive 170 years later, Scrooge might ask, 
"Is there no social assistance? And homeless shel¬ 
ters - are they still in operation?" 

In the 21st century that word has come to mean a 
“handout". It can embarrass the receiver and make 
the giver self-righteous. However charity is a word 
with a deeper, richer meaning. 

In Latin, caritas is love, derived from cams - a 
thing we hold dear. In ancient French, charitie; 
in old English charity and St. Paul’s words when 
translated by King James' biblical scholars are: Now 
abideth faith, hope and charity, and the greatest of 
these is charity. 

Over time charity came to mean kindness and love 
of human kind. Now it is commonly used to mean 
voluntarily helping others. 

At its heart, charity draws on our compassionate 
concern for those around us who are needier than 
we are. The Greeks had a couple of words for this 
kind of love - “storge” or empathy and “philia" or 
friendship. 

This Christmas will bring more disparity than 
usual because of the wretched economy. The gap 
between the laden and the sparsely laid tables will 
be wide. The sense of parental failure will run deep 
in many homes on Christmas morning. 

It is part of the Didsbury tradition to mark the 
Christmas season with charity, and this year it is 
needed - and welcomed - more than in past years. 
Christmas, hope and promise are ever bound togeth¬ 
er both for those who will rejoice in abundance and 
for those who will be graced by our charity.

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WCB is open 
for farm 
business 
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Town ask for committee volunteers

With 2.1 million workers in Alberta covered by 
Workers’ Compensation Board (WCB) insurance, 
the admission of farm workers is not expected to 
be burdensome, says a spokesperson for the WBC. 

“We are not concerned about numbers,” Dayna 
Therien told the Didsbury Review on Dec. 17. 

The biggest task is to make sure the WCB 
understands the kind of work farm workers do and 
the type of coverage they will need, Therien said. 

Some 1,800 agricultural operations now have 
optional coverage, so the WCB will not be flying 
blind when it adds the farms that must insure their 
workers under the new legislation. 

Those who want insurance coverage for their 
family members, although it is not mandatory, can 
obtain optional coverage, Therien said. 

The rates that will be charged for the no-fault WCB 
insurance vary, depending on the type of operation 
and risk. Agri-tourism farms, greenhouses, market 
gardens, mushroom producers and bait forms will 
pay $1.70 per $100 of insurable earnings in 2016, 
says the WBC website. 

Apiaries, fish and fur farms, goat, sheep, hog 
and poultry and egg farmers will pay $1.75 per 
$100 of insurable earnings. Forage, peat moss 
processing, hay, grain and crop farms and custom 
hay and baling operators will pay $2.25 per $100 of 
insurable earnings. 

Beef, elk, bison, llama and alpaca producers, 
dairy farms, livestock auctions and stockyards and 
riding academies and horse stables will pay the top 
rate of $2.97 per $100 of insurable earnings. 

The WCB does customer satisfaction surveys 
each year and supports a system that lets injured 
workers appeal their case if they are not happy 
about their compensation, Therien said. 

“The appeal numbers are low and it is a well¬ 
functioning system, she said. 

“Our mandate is to help people get back to 
work,” said Therien. 

A case manger is assigned to a worker who 
suffers a serious lost-time injury and if that worker 
can’t resume the type of work in which they were 
injured, WCB assists in finding an alternative, she 
said.

Every Christmas Eve, children go to 
bed eagerly anticipating a visit from 
Santa Claus. This merry gentleman is 
purported to visit the home of every 
good girl and boy, delivering gifts and 
cheer along the way. 

Before the modem evolution of Santa 
Claus lived a very real and generous 
individual named Nicholas. In the third 
century, Nicholas served as the Bishop 
of Myma in present-day Turkey. He 
had a reputation for secret gift-giv¬ 
ing, believing that giving should be 
done secretly and sacrificially in Jesus 
Christ's name rather than one's own. 

Stories tell of Nicholas paying the 
dowry for poor daughters to enable 
them to get married. He reportedly 
put coins in the shoes of those who 
left them out for him. It is believed 
Nicholas helped to restore the hope 
of hundreds of people in his com¬ 
munity, making him a beloved and 
revered Bishop. Throughout his min¬ 
istry, Nicholas fervently shared his life 
and fortune with others. 

Nicholas continued to be revered and 
commemorated by many Christians 
even after his death. His charity and 
unselfish works helped inspire gen¬ 
erations of the faithful, and he even¬ 
tually was named the patron saint of 
everyone from merchants to sailors to 


historical data and photographs of the 
remains taken from St. Nicholas' grave 
in the 1950s. Researchers concluded 
that he was a small man, perhaps no 
more than five feet in height, with a 
broken nose. 

This image certainly does not fit with 
the robust frame and other imagery 
awarded St. Nicholas in more modem 
years. St. Nicholas is believed to be 
the inspiration for Santa Claus, which 
was a name taken from the Dutch 
Sinterklaas, a contracted form of Sint 
Nicolass, or St. Nicholas. 

Tides of the real St. Nicholas' giving 
spirit were blended with a fictional 
personification by New York-based 
newspaper writers who blended the St. 
Nicholas name with the appearance of 
a Dutch town citizen. The goal was to 
reach out to the primarily Dutch immi¬ 
grants living in New York at the time. 
This jolly elf image was given a boost 
by the publication of A Visit From St. 
Nicholas, which was published around 
the same time. 

Eventually, the merry Santa Claus 
portrayal began to outshine the more 
accurate St. Nicholas version as a reli¬ 
gious man, fostered by political draw¬ 
ings and caricatures that depicted 
Santa as a chubby sort in a red suit. 
That image prevails to this day.

While many stories are 
shared around Christmastime, per¬ 
haps none bears more significance 
than the origin of the Christmas cele¬ 
bration. Sharing the Christmas story 
is an integral part of holiday gather¬ 
ings, reminding families that faith is 
foremost during this festive time of 
year. 

The conception of 
Jesus

Schmidt. scored an 
empty-netter with two 
minutes and 42 seconds 
remaining in the game. 

It takes a team to 
hold first place in the 
northern division of
